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DETAILED ACTION 

Election of Group I is acknowledged. 

Claims 15 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraphias failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

As to claim 15, the "predefined operating states" (corresponding to p. 4, line 21) 
are undefined. 

As to claim 16, "combustion-free overrun" (corresponding to p. 4, line 22) is 
undefined. 

As to claim 27, where do the written specification and drawings employ a plurality 
of "sensors" (claim 27, line 4), and how are the plurality employed? 

Claims 20,21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

As to claim 20, "the selective correcting of the measured pressure values" lacks 
antecedent basis. 
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Note: As to claim 27, "sensors" (both occurrences on line 4) is not consistent with 
the written specification and drawings which employ one sensor. Also, isn't the "sensor 
element" (line 7) the same as the sensor (of "sensors" on line 4)? It appears that the 
same structure is being claimed twice. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Tomisawa corrects crank angle position (Block S14) employing pressure 
measuring (Blocks S1 1 ,S12). However, the system does not employ the steps 
described on lines 2-6 from bottom (i.e. storing ideal pressure values... pressure values 
in an evaluation unit") of Applicants' claim 14.
